There  Aint  No  Fish 

in  the  LUSHBAUGH 

by  David  H.  Colcord 


OLD  Washington  Wykoff  could 
have  made  a  million  dollars  in 
business.  I  want  to  tell  you  about 
him. 

We  had  gone  from  Pittsburgh  to 
his  fishing  camp  in  the  mountains 
of  northern  Pennsylvania  for  a 
week  of  trout  fishing.  Years  ago  I 
had  fished  there.  The  memory  of 
the  abundance  of  brook  trout  in 
the  mountain  streams  which  flow 
into  the  Sinnamahoning  Valley  had 
sent  me  back  with  the  hope  that  I 
might  repeat  some  of  those  boy¬ 
hood  catches. 

There  was  one  stream  in  par¬ 
ticular  which  I  had  dreamed  of 
fishing  once  more  —  the  Lush- 
baugh!  Its  headwaters  were  almost 
inaccessible,  a  good  five  miles  from 
the  road  through  one  of  the  wildest 
sections  in  the  Alleghenies. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  Wykoff 
camp  we  found  a  score  of  other  city 
fishermen.  All  were  complaining 
of  their  luck.  Their  largest  catch 
had  been  less  than  six  small  brook 
trout,  and  they  had  fished  every 
stream  within  a  radius  of  twenty 
miles. 

I  immediately  asked  about  the 
Lushbaugh.  That  was  where  I  was 
going  to  make  a  killing!  I’d  fished 
it  a  hundred  times  as  a  boy  and 
knew  every  hole  where  the  trout 
lay. 

But  when  I  mentioned  the  Lush¬ 
baugh  I  was  greeted  with  a  laugh 
from  every  member  of  the  party. 

“How  long  since  you’ve  been  up 
here  fishing?”  one  of  them  asked 


me.  I  admitted  it  had  been  over 
twenty  years. 

“Well,  there  isn’t  a  single  fish  in 
the  Lushbaugh  —  not  since  the  big 
Austin  flood  washed  the  stream 
clean.  There  isn’t  a  living  thing 
from  the  mouth  to  headwaters,” 
they  explained. 

That  evening  I  walked  two  miles 
downstream  and  called  at  the 
Bowen’s.  They  were  natives  and 
had  been  in  the  valley  for  two  gen¬ 
erations.  “No,  sir,  there  ain’t  no 
fish  in  the  Lushbaugh,”  Ike  Bowen 
said.  “Haven’t  seen  a  catch  out  of 
there  in  ten  years.  Stream’s  all 
washed  out.” 

I  hated  to  give  up.  I  asked  again 
and  again.  It  was  five  miles  over 
the  ridge  to  the  Lushbaugh  and  I 
wasn’t  eager  to  undertake  the 
tramp  with  prospects  like  that.  So 
I  finally  believed  their  story  and 
didn’t  go. 

I  remember  that  old  “Wash” 
Wykoff  had  made  no  comment  on 
the  Lushbaugh  when  I  made  my 
inquiry.  He  had  sat  and  sucked  his 
clay  pipe  and  listened.  For  three 
days  we  fished  the  other  streams 
with  indifferent  luck.  When  we 
came  into  camp  the  last  night  of 
our  stay,  old  “Wash”  Wykoff  took 
us  back  to  the  milk  house  to  show 
us  his  first  catch  of  the  season.  He 
exhibited  twenty-five  of  the  lustiest 
trout  I  had  ever  seen  —  not  one 
under  twelve  inches  long. 

“Got  ’em  over  on  the  Lushbaugh, 
fellers,”  he  chuckled.  “Stream’s  full 
of  ’em.  I  just  figured  yesterday

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that  there  hain’t  anybody  been 
over  there  for  five  years  that  I 
know  of  and  I  thought  I’d  do  a 
little  investigating.  Caught  these 
in  two  hours.

When  every  native 
down  here  says  ‘there  ain’t  any 
there,’  then  that’s  just  when  I  find 


I  say  that  “Wash”  Wykoff  who 
had  spent  sixty  years  of  his  life 
guiding  in  the  backwoods  of  the 
Alleghenies  could  have  made  a  for¬ 
tune  in  the  business  world.  His 
native  shrewdness  had  supplied 


him  with  the  greatest  fundamental 
of  all  business  —  getting  out  of  the 
competitive  class.  He  knew  that 
his  best  opportunity  to  get  a  mess 
of  trout  came  when  everyone  else 
said  that  “there  weren’t  no  fishing 
in  the  Lushbaugh.”  In  his  crude 
way  he  had  discovered  that  the 
prejudice,  superstition  and  igno¬ 
rance  of  those  about  him  supplied 
him  with  an  asset  of  value  —  when 
enough  of  his  neighbors  deluded 
themselves  into  believing  an  error, 
it  was  time  for  him  to  strike.  He 
knew  the  illogic  of  mass  opinion. 
He  distrusted  any  opinion  until  he 
had  investigated  it.  And  he  learned 
early  in  life  to  find  trout  where 
“they  weren’t.” 

Today  the  most  stupendous  popu¬ 
lar  fallacy  of  American  business  is 
the  old  nightmare  of  the  SUMMER

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (CTP) 
— Members  of  the  Graphic 
Arts  industry  here  in  the  Capital 
City  look  with  mingled  anticipa¬ 
tion  and  misgiving  toward  the  new 
set-up  evolved  out  of  the  chaos 
left  by  the  recent  Supreme  court 
decision  wherein  Administrators 
and  deputy  Administrators  of  the 
old  N.R.A.  under  new  titles  will 
conduct  a  comprehensive  survey 
of  the  entire  industry  in  an  effort 
to  better  business  conditions  in 
Graphic  Arts  throughout  the 
country. 

As  near  as  can  be  ascertained  at 
the  present  time  the  new  organiza¬ 
tion  will  consist  of  two  divisions, 
namely,  the  Division  of  Reviews 
under  Jack  Tate,  former  Division 
Administrator  of  the  old  Graphic 
Arts  Code,  and  another  body  to  be 
known  as  the  Voluntary  Agree¬ 
ments  Division,  the  head  of  which 
is  as  yet  unnamed. 

Others  prominently  mentioned 
as  possible  directors  under  the  new 
set-up  are  P.  A.  Murkland,  former 
Deputy  Administrator,  Payson  Er¬ 
win,  and  George  Ross.  The  posi¬ 
tions  of  these  members  of  the  old 
N,R.A.  corps  is  undetermined  and 
will  depend  upon  the  individual 
ability  of  each,  as  to  where  he  is 
best  fitted. 

“The  study  to  be  undertaken  by 
my  division,”  explained  Jack  Tate, 
“will  be  purely  objective.  We  shall 
not  attempt  to  prove  anything  one 
way  or  another.  However,  what 
picture  will  be  presented  when  the 


survey  is  complete  is  another  ques¬ 
tion.” 

It  is  believed  by  N.R.A.  officials 
that  in  some  instances  of  the 
Graphic  Arts  Industry  they  have 
gone  too  far.  Under  the  new  pro¬ 
gram  final  decisions  on  agreements 
will  be  left  up  to  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission.  The  survey, 
therefore,  is  expected  to  obtain  a 
good  background,  should  further 
legislation  be  deemed  necessary,  as 
well  as  a  valuable  appendage  as  to 
the  extent  such  legislation  should 
be  limited. 

Observers  are  of  the  opinion  that 
legislation  if  any  will  take  on  new 
forms.  It  is  believed  that  there 
may  be  a  new  type  of  N.R.A.  legis¬ 
lation  or  there  may  be  a  modern¬ 
ization  of  the  Federal  Trade  Com¬ 
mission  itself. 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission  Act  in  1914 
there  has  been  very  little  change, 
with  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
minor  amendments.  The  survey 
now  proposed  under  the  new  pro¬ 
gram,  it  is  hoped,  will  delve  into 
the  question  as  to  whether  the 
Federal  Trade  in  its  present  form 
is  adaptable  to  modem  business 
methods.

Negatives 


The  subject  of  line  and  halftone 
negatives  has  not  been  given 
the  attention  it  deserves  by  pur¬ 
veyors  of  offset  equipment.  One 
frequently  encounters  the  opinion 
that  almost  any  type  of  negative 
will  suffice  —  perhaps  it  will,  if  no 
pride  is  taken  in  the  work  delivered 
to  the  customer. 

Planography  is  a  recent  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  graphic  arts  —  it  has 
a  great  future  before  it,  but  why 
jeopardize  this  future  with  poor 
work  and  extremely  low  prices  for 
the  finished  article? 

Regarding  the  subject  of  prices, 
one  might  as  well  admit  that  some ' 
of  the  planographic  work  executed 
today  is  not  worth  even  the  low 
price  asked  for  it;  the  work  is  an 
abortion  of  an  honorable  art  — 
lithography  —  that  has  always 
prided  itself  on  quality. 

The  old  axiom  of  photomechanics 
that  “the  job  is  no  better  than  the 
negative”  is  equally  applicable  to 
planography,  since  planographic 
printing  is  essentially  photome¬ 
chanical —  it  depends  on  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  photographic  negative 
for  the  provision  of  an  ink  image  on 
the  pressplate,  from  which  impres¬ 
sions  can  be  taken  on  paper. 

Much  of  the  work  executed  by 
planography  is  relatively  simple  in 


nature,  consisting  of  line  or  half¬ 
tone  illustrations  and  text  matter, 
sometimes  combined  with  broad 
color  effects.  Very  few  planograph 
establishments  possess  either  the 
equipment  or  personnel  necessary 
for  three-  and  four-color  halftone 
process  work;  such  assignments  are 
usually  left  to  recognized  color 
houses. 

While  the  originals  submitted  for 
reproduction  may  be  simple  as  far 
as  intricacy  of  design  is  concerned, 
it  does  not  follow  that  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  good  negative  from  poor 
copy  is  also  simple;  much  of  the 
copy  entering  the  planograph  es¬ 
tablishment  is  not  exactly  of  high 
grade. 

In  the  production  of  line  nega¬ 
tives,  the  operator  has  as  his  aim  an 
image  wherein  the  lines  and  details 
are  represented  by  the  greatest  pos¬ 
sible  degree  of  transparency.  But 
this  is  not  always  possible  with 
poor  copies,  especially  typewritten 
text  matter,  wherein  the  letters  and 
character  are  not  sufficiently  inked 
(use  of  an  old  ribbon  on  the  ma¬ 
chine)  ;  the  letters  then  appear 
gray,  rendering  it  difficult  to  se- 
ciure  a  good  negative  for  legible  re¬ 
production  of  the  copy. 

If  the  copy  submitted  by  the  cus¬ 
tomer  is  not  of  fair  photographic 
quality  he  should  be  informed  that

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a  poor  copy  is  very  likely  to  result 
in  an  inferior  job  of  pianographing. 
Take  the  case  of  typewritten  let¬ 
ters:  if  these  are  not  legibly  typed 
on  a  good  grade  of  white  bond  pa¬ 
per,  the  operator  is  almost  certain 
to  experience  difficulty  in  securing 
a  passable  negative  from  such  or¬ 
iginals. 

The  photographer  must  give 
enough  exposure  in  the  camera  to 
secure  good  opacity  in  his  image 
(semi-opaque  negatives  are  very 
likely  to  produce  a  “scummy”  press- 
plate),  but  in  securing  this  degree 
of  density,  the  gray  text  matter  is 
also  reflecting  a  certain  portion  of 
light  rays  during  exposure,  with  the 
result  that  the  text  matter  becomes 
veiled  or  “fllled-in”  in  the  negative 
therefrom. 

Some  photographers  are  imbued 
with  the  old  nonsense  that  a  great 
deal  can  be  done  in  development 
towards  promoting  greater  con¬ 
trast  in  the  developing  image.  This 
is  sheer  folly!  The  developers  used 
for  line  and  halftone  images  are  of 
the  “process”  or  contrast-produc¬ 
ing  variety,  i.e.,  they  are  usually  a 
mixture  of  hydrochinon  with  a 
strong  alkali  or  activating  agent 
(paraformaldehyde,  sodium  hy- 
droxid,  etc.)  to  accelerate  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  slow  reducing  (develop¬ 
ing)  but  density  and  contrast-im¬ 
parting  properties  of  hydrochinon.

In  the  process  of  developing  an 
indistinct  or  illegible  line  copy, 
there  is  no  “magic”  in  development 
that  will  simultaneously  produce  a 
background  of  sufficient  density 
and  also  retain  great  clarity  in  lines 
or  text  matter.  Gray  letters  or  lines 
reflect  too  much  light  and  are  reg¬ 
istering  themselves  on  the  light- 
sensitive  film  or  plate,  where  they 
develop  in  due  ratio  to  the  back¬ 
ground  density,  in  spite  of  any 
modification  or  “doctoring”  of  the 
developer. 

Confronted  with  such  copy,  the 
operator  has  three  alternatives: 
(1)  Under-exposure  to  the  point 
where  the  lines  remain  clear;  (2) 
proper  exposure  and  subsequent  re¬ 
duction  of  the  image;  and  (3)  in¬ 
direct  method  of  contact  printing. 

In  the  first  case,  the  under-ex¬ 
posed  image  will  require  intensi¬ 
fication  to  provide  sufficient  opacity 
for  photoprinting  purposes.  If  the 
copy  is  not  too  gray,  this  method 
may  prove  effective,  but  when  very 
poor  copy  is  considered,  no  degree 
of  intensification  will  produce  a 
good  negative;  the  image  is  very 
apt  to  be  heavy  and  unsightly,  with 
the  finer  details  rendered  more  or 
less  solid  in  the  print  on  metal. 

The  second  alternative  entails 
reduction  of  the  image  to  promote 
clarity  in  the  transparent  parts.  By 
judicious  exposure  and  develop¬ 
ment,  the  operation  of  development 
may  be  stopped  at  just  the  right 
moment  —  when  the  lines  begin  to 
veil.  The  negative  can  then  be 
given  a  slight  reduction  with  Farm¬ 
er’s  reducer,  followed,  if  necessary, 
by  intensification  with  agents  such 
as  mercuric  bromid. 

Excessive  reduction  of  the  nega¬ 
tive  should  be  guarded  against,  as 
delicate  detail  may  be  obliterated, 
and  no  process  of  intensification 
can  possibly  restore  the  detail  of  an

We  have  had  trouble  with  the 

•  Lmotype  metal  which  we  use 
on  our  Monotype  strip  machine  and 
after  using  sal  ammoniac  and  rosin 
as  described  in  the  September  issue 
of  The  Graphic  Arts  Monthly  have 
been  making  an  excellent  face  on 
all  strip  material. 

Before  treating  the  metal  we  were 
told  that  the  trouble  was  due  to  cop¬ 
per  in  it  and  were  shown  how  to 
detect  this  by  skimming  off  the  top 
and  seeing  a  green  streak  which 
followed  the  skimmer. 

As  said  before,  we  are  now  getting 
an  excellent  product  from  the  strip 
machine,  but  when  the  metal  is 
skimmed  off,  where  it  galvanizes 
there  is  a  distinct  steel-blue  color 
when  light  strikes  it  a  certain  way. 

What  is  the  cause  of  this  discolor¬ 
ation  and  if  due  to  foreign  substance 
in  the  metal  what  is  this  foreign 
substance  and  how  can  it  be  re¬ 
moved? 

As  we  use  the  same  metal  in  our 
Linotypes,  before  using  this  particu¬ 
lar  metal  we  would  appreciate  it  if 
you  will  tell  us  if  the  metal  in  this 
condition  will  cause  trouble  when 
used  on  them.  Yours  very  truly,

chine  indicates  good  metal  condi¬ 
tion.  The  steel-blue  discoloration 
probably  is  a  simple  indication  of 
clean  metal  free  from  copper  or  zinc 
traces.  A  cobwebby  tracery  on  top 
of  clean  skimmed  metal  indicates 
the  tin  content.  The  tensile  strength 
of  a  lead  strip  is  always  reduced  or 
weakened  by  deficient  tin. 

Only  an  analysis  by  factory  chem¬ 
ists  tells  the  true  story,  as  metal 
constantly  changes  its  composition 
with  use,  abuse,  etc.  Lead  melts  at 
a  lower  temperature  than  antimony. 
They  have  little  in  common  and  do 
not  fuse  together  freely.  It  requires 
the  proper  percentage  of  tin  to  unite 
these  elements  into  a  smooth,  free 
flowing  surface.  But  tin  is  volatile 
—  it  evaporates  with  excessive  heat. 
It  is  also  lighter  in  specific  gravity 
and  is  skimmed  off  with  the  dross. 
Consequently  the  dross  drum  re¬ 
turned  to  the  refiner  usually  con¬ 
tains  a  higher  percentage  of  tin 
than  the  metal  remaining  in  use. 
Replace  your  dross  with  an  equal 
quantity  of  new  metal  containing 
6%  tin  and  return  it  to  your  mix 
gradually,  and  your  tin  loss  will  be 
offset,  and  your  formula  is  not 
likely  to  be  thrown  out  of 
balance.  Avoid  copper, 
zinc  and  other  impur-

QI  recall  that  some  months  ago

in  our  cases.  Unless  we  are  entirely 
wrong,  we  will  see  fewer  ultra-dec¬ 
orative  types  (some  very  conserva- 


prediction  has  come  true,  but  I  am 
wondering  if  the  designers  have  not 
gone  to  extremes  in  some  of  these 
condensed  types.  Some  of  those 
they  now  give  us  are  so  terribly 
‘^skinny”  that  they  do  not  appeal 
to  some  of  us  printers  who  might 
be  termed  conservative.  It  would 
seem  to  me  that  other  cuttings,  just 
in  half-way  between  the  so-called 
“normal'  width  and  these  extremely 
narrow  designs,  would  fill  a  need. 
Can  you  throw  any  light  on  the 
subject?

“freak”  types)  offered  in  the  next 
few  years  —  for  the  simple  reason 
that  few  of  these  types  ever  pay 
for  the  cost  of  design  and  cast¬ 
ing.  There  will  be  full  assortments 
available  of  the  popular  advertising 
faces,  in  more  complete  range  of 
sizes  and  weights  and  widths  than 
we  have  ever  seen  before  —  which 
is  something  to  be  wished  for  — 
marking  as  it  does  a  return  to 
sanity  in  type  selection. 

In  conversation  recently  with  an 
authorized  representative  of  the 
world’s  largest  type  producer,  the 
questions  of  future  trends  in  type 
designs  came  up.  His  idea  was  that 
we  had  had  our  spree  on  wild  types, 
and  that  now  we  could  look  for 
more  of  the  types  which  have 
proven  their  worth  through  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  years  —  fine  designs  but  not 
extreme  ones.

A  The  zinc  plate  should  be 
scrupulously  clean  before  at¬ 
tempting  to  sensitize  it  with  the  al¬ 
bumen  mixture.  Scrub  the  metal 
well  with  pumice  paste,  and  if  nec¬ 
essary,  treat  it  with  the  alum-nitric 
acid  mixture  given  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs. 

A  good  albumen  formula  for  zinc 
etching  is: 

White  of  one  egg 

Water  . 16  ounces 

Ammonium  bichro¬ 
mate  . 25  grains 

Ammonia  water, 

C.  P . 8  drops 

A  zinc  plate  sensitized  with  this 
mixture  is  only  moderately  sensi¬ 
tive  to  light,  and  can  be  handled  in 
an  orange  or  yellow  light.  Exposure 
depends  on  the  character  of  the 
negative  and  the  strength  of  the 
illumination  used. 

A  frequently  neglected  point  is 
undue  rubbing  of  the  inked  image 
during  development,  occasioned  by 
over-exposure  of  the  print.  Unless 
a  considerable  quantity  of  ink  is 
left  on  the  lines  of  the  image.

As¬ 
phaltum  was  the  material  employed 
by  Niepce  for  the  production  of  the 
first  photoengraving.  It  is  without 
doubt  the  finest  and  most  efficient 
acid  resist  known,  but  was  dis¬ 
carded  on  appearance  of  the  bi¬ 
chromated  colloid  asensitizers  (al¬ 
bumen,  glue  and  so  forth)  be-  . 
cause  of  its  very  low  sensi- 
tivity  to  light.  Exposures

^  •  called,  are  papers  in  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Finish  and  Super-Calendered 
class  that  are  filled  with  mineral 
pigment  made  up  of  calcium  carbo¬ 
nate  instead  of  clay,  which  is  com¬ 
monly  used  for  filler  in  such  papers. 

The  reason  for  their  high  absoro 
tion  characteristics,  which  is  just 
like  regular  mimeograph  or  blotting 
paper,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  no  siz¬ 
ing  for  resistance  to  moisture  pene¬ 
tration  is  used  in  such  sheets  be¬ 
cause  of  chemical  reasons. 

The  papers  were  first  introduced 
for  high  speed  publication  work, 
largely  applicable  to  rotary  printing 
but  have,  since  their  introduction 
by  a  number  of  mills,  been  used  also 
on  flat  bed  sheet  printing  on  publi¬ 
cations  and  in  advertising  work. 
Their  high  rate  and  degree  of  ab¬ 
sorption  require  some  changes,  in 
ink  and  introduce  some  new  ele¬ 
ments  in  connection  with  printing,

Packing  the  Cylinder 

Q»  Enclosing  a  sheet  printed  on 
one  side  which  was  run  just 
after  changing  packing  and  it 
shows  a  little  punch,  which  I  think 
is  due  to  the  cloth  used  for  the 
draw,  and  which  will  not  he  notice¬ 
able  after  it  has  been  used  for  a 
while  —  but  which  may  tell  you 
something  else.  What  I  cannot  un¬ 
derstand  is  the  fact  that  the  im¬ 
pression  seems  to  be  light  at  the 
bottom  of  the  pages,  while  it  is  too 
heavy  at  the  top.  Could  it  be  that 
I  have  the  cylinder  riding  the  bear¬ 
ers  too  heavy?  I  checked  the  bear¬ 
ers  and  brought  them  to  type-high 
and  I  am  certain  the  cylinder  is 
riding  the  bearers,  but  beyond  that, 
I  can’t  be  sure  of  a  thing. 

I  have  had  another  trouble  which 
I  am  sending  you  a  cut  out  column 
for  demonstration.  This  is  the  out¬ 
side  column  of  a  page  and  shows 
smudge  which  I  once  avoided  for 
a  while  by  changing  rollers,  but  it 
came  back  again  and  I  have  done 
everything  I  could  think  of,  includ¬ 
ing  cleaning  the  fountain  and  roll¬ 
ers  and  trying  the  rollers  high  and 
low  —  but  still  the  smudge  mark 
appears  and  we  have  to  wash  the 
type  about  every  lift.  I  may  add 
that  the  roller  brackets  seem  to  be 
in  very  good  shape  and  I  don’t  be¬ 
lieve  they  are  causing  it;  —  how¬ 
ever,  I  would  like  your  opinion.

Now,  I  seem  to  have  written  this 
letter  backward  by  not  telling  the 
kind  of  press  causing  the  trouble. 

I  think  probably  you  may  doubt 
my  knowledge  of  presses  when  I  say 
that  it  is  a  three-revolution  cylin¬ 
der  press.  It  evidently  is  quite  un¬ 
usual  for  I  have  had  trouble  before 
when  I  tried  to  explain  how  our 
prfess  worked.  It  delivers  by  tapes, 
mree  of  them  going  around  the 
cylinder  and  usually  does  pretty 
good  work,  although  it  is  hard  to 
put  a  packing  on.  The  packing  now 
on  is  7  sheets  of  manila  and  13 
sheets  of  print  and  a  muslin  draw. 
The  press  evidently  was  intended  to 
use  a  felt  or  rubber  blanket  and  it 
takes  a  lot  of  packing  to  build  it 
up.  It  was  manufactured  by  R. 
Hoe  &  Co. — Tama,  Iowa. 

A  If  you  are  certain  that  your 
press  bearers  and  cylinder 
bearers  have  not  been  worn  too 
much  and  that  the  cylinder  is  rid¬ 
ing  on  the  bearers,  your  trouble  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  your  method  of 
packing  your  cylinder. 

Without  question,  the  cylinder  on 
your  press  was  cut  to  accommodate 
a  newspaper  press  blanket  and  A 
if  you  attempt  to  make  up 
the  thickness  of  this 
blanket  in  sheets  of

Type  Lore 

*  by  William  J.  Acker 

The  Chinese  used  movable  type 
(molded  in  porcelain)  centuries 
before  Gutenberg  was  born. 

The  point  system  of  measuring 
type  has  been  in  use,  in  America, 
only  since  1886.  Before  then  type 
was  graded  in  sizes  by  name,  such 
as  Excelsior  (3  point),  etc. 

All  the  alphabets  in  use  through¬ 
out  the  world  are  derived  from  the 
alphabet  developed  by  the  Phoeni¬ 
cians.  Twenty-three  of  our  present 
twenty-six  capital  letters  were  per¬ 
fected  two  thousand  years  ago  in 
ancient  Rome. 

The  Chinese  and  Japanese  do  not 
use  alphabets.  Their  types  em¬ 
brace  a  large  quantity  of  charac¬ 
ters,  generally  arranged  in  an  up¬ 
right  case. 

The  terms  “upper”  and  “lower 
case”  letters  are  derived  from  the 
position  of  capital  letters  above 
small  letters  in  their  respective 
cases,  as  used  when  all  type  was 
set  by  hand. 

J  and  W  are  at  the  end  of  the  al¬ 
phabet  sequence  in  capital  letters 
because  they  were  added  after  the 
other  letters  had  been  in  use  for 
a  long  time. 

The  commonly  accepted  name 
“Gothic”  for  type  of  the  sans  serif 
faces  would  be  more  properly  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  early  black  letter  faces 
which  we  know  as  “Old  English.” 

About  twenty-five  of  the  hundreds 
of  type  faces  available  do  most  of 
the  printing  in  America.

J.  M.,  Auburn,  Ind.,  asks  for  in¬ 
formation  regarding  earliest  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  subject  of  proofread¬ 
ing. 

Comparatively  few  references 
have  been  found.  Joseph  Moxon  in 
his  book  entitled  “Mechanick  Exer¬ 
cises”  (1683)  devoted  a  few  para¬ 
graphs  to  “press  correctors”  and 
their  work.  A  treatise  on  proof¬ 
reading  by  Jerome  Homschuch  ap¬ 
peared  in  Latin  well  before  this, 
however,  in  1608.  According  to 
DeVinne,  the  great  Dutch  scholar 
Erasmus  made  the  claim  that  the 
books  printed  in  Italy  during  his 
time  (1466-1536)  “were  without 
exception  full  of  faults,  due  to  the 
parsimony  of  the  publishers  who 
would  not  pay  the  proper  price  for 
the  supervision  of  the  copy.” 

F.  O.  L.,  Saginaw,  Mich.,  ques¬ 
tions  whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
proofreader  to  mark  uneven  spac¬ 
ing.  “Rather  should  the  matter  of 
spacing  be  left  entirely  to  the  com¬ 
positor  or  operator,”  he  claims. 

Declared  DeVinne  in  “The  Prac¬ 
tice  of  Typography:  Correct  Com¬ 
position”:  “The  proofreader  who 
passes  uneven  spacing  is  in  fault; 
to  keep  his  own  reputation  he 
should  discipline  compositors  who 
are  slovens  in  spacing.” 

L.  G.,  Champaign,  Ill.,  requests 
the  meaning  of  the  term,  “Trashing 
a  trail.” 

The  phrase  originally  signified 
obliterating  or  effacing  a  track  to 
destroy  the  scent;  thus,  by  exten 
Sion,  figuratively,  concealing  utter¬ 
ances  or  acts  for  which  the  sayer 
or  doer  does  not  desire  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  respionsible.

Thermostat  Goes  **Screw/* 

QWe  have  a  mercury-type 
•  thermostat  on  a  model  14 
linotype.  When  the  heat  is  turned 
on  in  the  morning,  the  thermostat 
will  act  O.  K.  and  will  turn  the  heat  | 
off  O.  K.  though  it  will  run  a  little 
hot.  From  then  until  the  heat  is 
turned  off  at  night,  the  thermostat 
acts  os  if  it  were  paralyzed,  the  con¬ 
tact  lever  moving  neither  to  the 
‘'off''  or  *‘on”  position  unless  pushed 
over  by  hand.  When  the  machine  is 
given  a  ’‘rest”  over  the  weekend,  the 
thermostat  will  work  O.  K.  for  three 
or  four  days  and  then  goes  "screioi/” 
again  os  above  described.  Thanking 
you  for  your  trouble,  I  am  sincerely 
yours,  A.  K.  U.,  Waverly,  la. 

/t  Your  mercury-type  thermo- 
stat  operates  only  when  the 
mercury  enclosed,  expanding  with 
increasing  heat,  completely  fills 
bulb  and  tube,  then  exerts  an  in¬ 
ternal  pressure  upon  the  thermostat 
coil,  causing  it  to  spread  or  open 
slightly,  thus  moving  the  contact 
finger  to  right  or  left  to  turn  the 
current  on  and  off.  In  time  the  mer¬ 
cury  deteriorates,  a  slight  leak  may 
develop,  over-heating  sometimes 
producing  a  bulge  at  some  point  in 
the  bulb  or  tube,  requiring  more  ex¬ 
pansion  to  fill  it  before  the  finger 
begins  to  move.  This  widens  the 
heat  range,  until  it  may  register 
100°  or  more  of  added  heat  before 
the  finger  cuts  the  current  off.  This 
means  600“  or  more,  when  550“  or 
less  wiU  suffice.  T^  extra  heat 
shortens  the  life  of  the  heating  ele¬ 
ments  and  increases  your  electric 
bill  without  any  return  benefit.

over-reduced  image.  It  is  far  bet¬ 
ter  to  permit  and  countenance  a 
slight  veiling  of  line  —  such  nega¬ 
tives  can  be  given  a  trifle  more  ex¬ 
posure  when  printing  down  on  the 
sensitized  pressplate;  not  only  will 
a  greater  degree  of  insolubility  be 
imparted  to  the  bichromated  albu¬ 
men  image  and  a  better  pressplate 
result,  but  the  delicate  details  will 
also  be  more  or  less  retained. 

An  over-reduced  negative  may 
appear  more  pleasing  to  the  eye 
than  a  slightly  veiled  image,  but  it 
is  almost  certain  to  produce  a  heavy 
print  on  the  metal,  unless  exposure 
during  platemaking  has  been  re¬ 
duced  to  such  an  extent  that  sus¬ 
picion  may  be  directed  against  the 
durability  of  the  plate  —  with  its 
partially  insolubilized  image,  caused 
by  under-exposure  of  a  heavy  nega- 
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tive  on  the  bichromated  albumen 
film. 

In  either  case,  difficulty  may  arise 
in  the  pressroom:  an  under-ex¬ 
posed  plate  will  not  withstand  the 
attritional  wear  of  the  inking  and 
damping  rollers,  whereas  a  nor¬ 
mally  exposed  plate  from  a  heavy 
negative  will  produce  a  heavy  print. 
In  the  latter  instance,  the  press¬ 
man  cannot  carry  sufficient  ink  on 
the  image  to  create  a  lustrous  im¬ 
pression  on  paper  without  filling 
up  the  work;  in  desperation,  the 
quantity  of  ink  is  reduced,  and  the 
impression  assumes  the  familiar 
gray  and  “washed-out”  appearance 
so  often  seen  in  planographic  re¬ 
production. 

The  third  method  of  dealing  with 
negatives  made  from  very  poor 
copy  produces  very  good  results, 
but  is  seldom  attempted,  due  to  its 
indirect  nature.  Economical  ob¬ 
jections  may  also  be  brought  forth 
on  the  score  that  two  additional 
plates  or  films  are  required  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  final  negative;  however, 
if  a  good  final  negative  results  and 
the  customer  is  pleased  with  the 
work,  no  objection  will  as  a  rule 
be  voiced  on  his  part  for  an  extra 
charge  in  photography. 

In  the  indirect  method,  the  best 
possible  negative  is  made  from  the 
copy;  slight  reduction  may  be  given 
the  image  to  clear  up  the  lines  as 
much  as  possible  without  sacrific¬ 
ing  detail  or  impairing  good  print¬ 
ing  density.  From  this  negative  a 
contact  print  is  made,  either  on 
the  film  in  use,  or  on  a  good  proc¬ 
ess  dry  plate  (such  as  the  Cramer 
“Super  (Contrast”) ;  the  use  of  a  dry 
plate  for  the  positive  promotes  bet¬ 
ter  contact,  both  in  the  positive 
and  the  final  negative  therefrom  on 
film. 

Exposure  of  the  plate  for  the 
positive  should  be  such  that  the 
lines  and  detail  of  the  negative  as

rendered  as  opaque  as  possible  in 
the  positive  print.  Any  slight  veil¬ 
ing  of  the  clear  background  of  the 
positive  may  be  discountenanced; 
if  objectionable,  a  few  seconds  im. 
mersion  in  Farmer’s  reducer  will 
remove  this  veil. 

The  final  negative  is  then  made 
by  contact  from  this  positive;  it 
really  is  a  revelation  to  see  the 
character  of  image  capable  of  being 
produced  by  this  method  from  a 
poor  copy. 

The  indirect  method  is  especially 
applicable  to  halftone  negatives 
made  from  inferior  originals.  In 
such  cases,  the  original  halftone 
negative  is  made  fairly  “open”  in 
screen  texture,  thus  preserving  all 
the  detail  possible;  the  increase  in 
contrast  gained  in  contact  printing 
of  the  positive  and  final  negative 
promotes  a  very  pleasing  brilliancy 
and  vigor,  that  is  practically  unob¬ 
tainable  in  straight  halftone  pho¬ 
tography  from  the  copy  proper. 

A  word  might  also  be  said  regard¬ 
ing  the  erroneous  idea  entertained 
by  some  photographers  that  the  use 
of  excessively  small  lens  apertures 
and  long  exposures  tends  toward 
greater  clarity  and  sharpness  of 
image  in  the  negative.  The  actual 
results  are  exactly  the  opposite! 
Nothing  is  gained  by  the  use  of  lens 
apertures  smaller  than  f:  32  — in¬ 
crease  of  exposure  never  compens¬ 
ates  for  lack  of  illumination.  A 
short  exposure  made  with  a  fairly 
large  stop  will  always  provide  a 
more  brilliant  image  than  an  ex¬ 
tended  exposure  with  a  small  lens 
aperture. 

Since  the  subject  of  halftone  pho¬ 
tography  is  so  embracive,  details 
on  planographic  halftone  negatives 
must  be  reserved  for  the  next  issue 
of  this  column.

Other 
machine  are  made  up  to  38  inches 
in  width,  all  machines  having  in¬ 
terchangeable  cylinders  of  differ¬ 
ent  circumferences.  Any  strip  on  a 
cylinder  from  Vs  inch  up  can  be 
printed  separately.  There  is  no 
makeready  of  any  kind,  and  no 
rollers  to  wash-up  inasmuch  as  one 
simply  lifts  out  one  ink  well  and 
inserts  another.

Association’s  Secretary,  told  this 
correspondent  that  the  idea  of  the 
Survey  of  the  Graphic  Arts  Indus¬ 
try  was  all  right  but  when  it  was 
completed — “Who  cares?” 

“Until  they  get  someone  down 
there  who  has  at  least  a  vague 
idea  of  what  Graphic  Arts  Indus¬ 
try  is  all  about,”  Mr.  Walsh  stated, 
“they  will  simply  be  retaining  a 
lot  of  people  on  the  payrolls  out 
of  altruism.” 

Mr.  Walsh  declared  that  the  As¬ 
sociation  was  not  in  the  least  in 
sympathy  with  any  future  N.RA. 
activity  since  that  organization’s 
interference  with  the  industry  re¬ 
sulted  in  such  a  complete  misun¬ 
derstanding  that  it  did  more  harm 
than  good.

were  not  uncommon.  Sensitizers 
comprising  synthetic  resins  were 
introduced  some  years  ago. 

The  cold  enamel  that  is  now  enjoy¬ 
ing  such  wide  use  is  merely  another 
recourse  to  the  use  of  a  resin, 
though  in  this  case,  the  resin,  shel¬ 
lac,  is  not  in  itself  light-sensitive, 
but  is  rendered  so  by  the  addition 
of  ammonium  bichromate  to  the 
shellac,  which  has  been  rendered 
soluble  by  treatment  with  alkalies.

dry  end  of  the  machine. 

Such  papers  as  Uncoated  Rail¬ 
road  Boards  and  Ticket  Bristols  are 
commonly  calender  stained.  The 
stain  used  as  an  aniline  base  and  is 
not  fast  to  light  or  water  proof.  Of 
course,  it  would  be  possible  to  make 
these  two  grades  in  a  great  variety 
of  colors  in  a  manner  that  would 
allow  them  to  be  used  for  a  wider 
range  of  utility  by  making  the  colors 
more  fast  to  light  and  water  proof. 
Such  a  form  of  coloring  is  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  Index  Bristols 
and  other  so-called  solid  sheets  in 
which  the  dye  is  put  into  the  fin¬ 
ish  of  stock  for  the  paper  at  the 
time  it  is  beaten  before  going  onto 
the  paper  machine.  The  practice  of 
calender  staining  is  done  because 
of  the  cheapness  and  to  use  a  more 
costly  method  of  coloring  would 
take  the  paper  out  of  its  price  class. 

Coated  colored  papers  and  boards 
are  colored  by  coloring  the  coating 
before  it  is  applied. 

So  there  are  three  methods;  first, 
coloring  the  fibers  themselves  as  in 
bonds,  ledgers,  Index  Bristols;  sec¬ 
ond,  calender  staining  as  in  plain 
Railroads  and  Ticket  Bristols;  and 
third,  coloring  the  coating,  as  in  the 
case  of  a  coated  paper.

second  for  one  to  find  any  particu¬ 
lar  sample. 

The  design  of  the  cabinet  which, 
by  the  way,  is  the  work  of  the 
noted  package  designer,  Paul  Res- 
singer,  and  the  design  of  the  books 
makes  the  entire  cabinet  a  piece  of 
furniture  which  might  well  adorn 
any  table  or  stand  in  the  office  of 
advertising  man,  printer  or  pub¬ 
lisher.
